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OIYMPIC  PARK  TOKENS 


by  Herbert  Weiss 

Early  advertising  located  OLYMPIC  PARK  in  Newark  but  it  was 
actually  on  the  Irvington  Maplewood  border  with  the  main  gate  on 
43rd  Street,  one  block  from  Springfield  Avenue  in  Irvington. 

Opened  in  1887  as  Beckers  Woods  the  name  changed  to  Hilton  Park 
and  then  in  1904  again  changed  to  OLYMPIC  PARK,  named  after  the 
1904  St. Louis  Olympic  games. 

In  1904  Herman  Schmidt  was  the  parks  owner  with  his  brother-in  law, 
Christian  Kurz , as  a 5°“50  silent  partner.  This  arrangement  ended 
in  1910  when  they  parted  company.  Herman  Schmidt  was  owner  until 
failing  business  and  excessive  debt  forced  him  into  bankruptcy 
in  1915. 

After  Schmidt  lost  the  park  in  1915*  Christian  Kurz,  who  had 
retired  from  his  own  tavern  business  because  of  ill  health,  was 
brought  back  as  park  manager.  It  is  likely  he  was  a creditor  in 
the  bankruptcy.  The  1916  season  opened  in  May  and  on  June  3»  1916, 
with  worry  over  pressure  of  managing  the  park  and  his  poor  health, 
Christian  Kurz  committed  suicide  with  a revolver.  He  was  only  59* 

Since  Christian  Kurz  was  a silent  partner  during  the  1904-1910 
years  it  is  unlikely  his  name  would  appear  on  tokens.  He  was  the 
manager  in  1915"19l6  and  these  years  are  more  logical.  This  is 
also  the  time  aluminum  became  popular  for  token  use . 


all  tokens  pictured  are  actual  size 
tokens  #1,2,  and  3 are  aluminum,  reverse  same  as  obverse 
token  #4  is  brass,  reverse  has  a small  five  pointed  star 

In  examining  the  tokens  we  see  on  #1  and  #2  that  his  last  name 
is  spelled  KURTZ . I have  seen  many  of  these  mis-spelled  tokens 
with  much  wear  so  they  were  used.  Token  #3  is  spelled  correctly 
and  I also  have  seen  these  with  various  degrees  of  wear.  There  is 
no  way  of  telling  in  which  order  the  tokens  were  issued  and  I have 
been  unable  to  determine  how  these  tokens  were  used. 

A hoard  of  about  200  total  of  tokens  #1,#2,  and  #3  turned  up  at 
& Scranton, Pa.  area  flea  market  in  1972.  A coin  dealer  bought 
%hem  all  and  sold  them  originally  for  .35  each.  I saw  this  lot 

of  tokens  and  while  I never  counted  each  type  the  5£  token  was

in  the  minority.  That  hoard  has  now  dispersed  but  once  in  a 
while  you  can  still  find  these  tokens  selling  between  $1.  and  $3. 

I hava't  been  able  to  find  very  much  information  about  token  #4, 
Casey's.  With  the  start  of  the  1952  season  nine  concessions  with 
a new  game  of  chance  called  "STOP  & GO"  opened.  It  featured 
a numbered  board  with  lights,  it  could  be  played  by  36  patrons 
at  a time  who  pushed  buttons  to  stop  the  machine  at  what  they 
hoped  was  the  winning  number . It  was  a very  popular  game . 

CASEY'S  STOP-A-LITE  was  one  of  these  concessions. 


this  is  not  Casey's  concession  but  it  shows  the  type  of  game 
the  CASEY  token  was  used  for 

In  1982  at  a North  Jersey  coin  show,  a Monmouth  County  coin  dealer 
had  a large  plastic  box  of  amusementtokens , at  least  J000  common 
tokens,  mostly  un-named  or  pizza  tokens  with  a few  from  shore 
amusement  centers.  I checked  every  token  in  the  box  and  picked 
out  all  the  CASEY  tokens  in  the  box.  There  were  about  3°  tokens, 
all  shiny  and  uncirculated,  I am  sure  these  3°  pieces  were  never 
used  at  CASEY'S,  and  I have  never  seen  a worn  CASEY  token. 

I remember  asking  the  dealer  how  he  obtained  the  tokens  and  he 
told  me  the  whole  box  of  amusement  tokens  was  brought  into  his 
store  by  one  person  for  sale.  I don't  know  how  much  the  dealer 
paid  for  the  tokens  but  he  was  selling  them  for  5^  each. 

I started  going  to  OLYMPIC  PARK  in  1957  or  1958  and  continued 
until  the  park  closed  in  1965*  During  those  years  I was  a token 
collector  but  never  found  any  being  used,  everything  was  tickets 
and  coupons.

The  background  information  in  this  article  is  from  the  book; 
"SMILE"  A PICTURE  HISTORY  OF  OLYMPIC  PARK,  1887-1965  Uy  Alan 
A.  Siegel.  While  this  book  has  no  information  on  tokens  this 
complete  history  of  OLYMPIC  PARK  was  so  interesting  I read  it 
straight  thru.  Published  in  1983  it  is  now  out  of  print,  if 
you  ever  obtain  a copy  or  if  your  library  has  a copy  I reccomend 
it  for  extremely  interesting  reading.  Author  Siegel  has  told 
me  if  it  is  reprinted  he  will  advise  me  and  I will  note  it  in 
"JERSEYANA". 

Getting  back  to  OLYMPIC  PARK  tokens,  with  all  the  attractions 
this  park  had  during  its  last  6l  years,  I feel  sure  more  tokens 
were  used  and  will  turn  up  in  the  future . 

My  thanks  to  Mr.  Siegel  for  allowing  me  to  use  information  and 
pictures  from  his  book,  to  the  Irvington  Public  Library  for 
the  use  of  their  OLYMPIC  PARK  material,  and  to  Dennis 
Tilghman  for  the  token  picture.

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JERSEY  SHORE  ARCADE  TOKENS 


by  George  Joynson 


The  New  Jersey  Shore  roughly  consists  of  57  ocean-front  towns 
located  along  115  miles  of  shore-line  beaches  between  Sandy  Hook 
in  the  North  and  Cape  May  to  the  South. 

Along  this  familiar  resort  stretch  there  are  many  boardwalks  and 
piers  at  the  beach  area  where  thousands  of  tourists  flock  during  the 
summer  months  to  enjoy  the  sun,  the  fun,  and  the  video  games  in  the 
arcades . 

At  last  count  there  were  102  different  tokens  from  5°  arcades  in 
12  towns  and  the  list  grows  longer  every  summer.  The  new  varieties 
come  about  from  various  reasons:  arcade  owners  order  new  issues  to 
keep  up  their  token  supply;  new  arcades  begin  operation;  and 
business  transfers  create  new  arcade  names,  hence  the  new  token 
issues . 

Some  tokens  are  difficult  to  identify  their  source  because  they're 
from  arcades  that  offer  tokens  without  any  arcade  name  or  arcade 
location;  Avalon  Arcade,  Manasquan  Pavilion,  and  Wizard  World  Arcade/ 
Belmar  use  these  types  of  tokens  probably  because  of  the  cost 
involved  in  custom  designs. 

Other  arcades  like  Lucky  Leo's  and  Coin  Castle  included  their  arcade 
name  but  omitted  their  location  on  the  token,  both  being  located 
along  the  boardwalk  in  Seaside  Heights,  N.J. 

But  most  arcades  use  a custom-tooled  design  with  arcade  name  and 
arcade  location  included  on  either  obverse  or  reverse.  Some  even 
use  fancy  designs,  such  as  a three-masted,  square-rigged  galleon 
shown  under  full  sail  from  Frank's  Amusements/Point  Pleasant,  the 
reason  being  the  more  attractive  the  token,  the  higher  the  walkaway 
factor,  as  many  tourists,  and  collectors!,  bring  a few  home  as 
souvenirs.  That's  what  walkaway  profits  refers  to,  and  it  can  be 
a substantial  2-10%  of  the  total  arcade  token  supply. 

Profit  is  the  reason  why  almost  all  arcades  use  their  own  "private 
money  system"  that  we  refer  to  as  tokens.  Play  increases  because 
players  see  them  as  not  money  but  as  a chance  to  win.  The  result  is 
the  urge  to  spend  more  to  win  more . The  tokens  are  won  from  the 
machine  and  brought  back  to  the  counter  to  trade  in  for  prizes  and 
then  recycled,  similar  to  the  U.S.  coinage  cycle  system. 

Tokens  are  also  very  legal  except  if  they  are  too  similar  in  size 
or  design  to  any  U.S. coin.  It  is  not  necessary  to  use  wording  such 
as  "no  cash  value’,’  "trade  for  prizes  only,"  etc. 

Tokens  come  in  4 sizes: 

1.  inch  diameter  - standard 
.984  - standard  quarter  size  token  (QST) 

.900  - mini  quarter  size  token  (MQST) 

.882  - alternate  mini  quarter  size  token  (AMQST) 

Except  for  older  plastic-made  tokens,  todays  tokens  are  mostly 
brite  aluminum,  can  be  ordered  in  12  different  anodized  colors  and 
are  available  from  a few  U.S.  manufacturers  for  about  $53/thousand 
but  when  you  add  custom  design  fees  and  anodized  color  fees,

a minimum  order  can  run  easily  up  over  $800  ./lO , 000 . 

Collecting  Jersey  Shore  Arcade  Tokens  is  a lot  of  fun.  The  games 
are  enjoyable,  the  thrill  is  in  the  search  for  more  varieties  and 
the  hobby  is  very  inexpensive  compared  to  collecting  coins  in  the 
MS-60  price  range.  Even  the  whole  family  can  get  involved  in 
bringing  in  the  varieties  while  enjoying  the  day  at  the  Jersey  shore

In  addition  to  tokens  and  medals 
The  Whitehead  & Hoag  Co.  of  Newark,  N.J.  made  over  5000  different 
advertising  novelties.  These  postcards  are  the  only  ones  I know 
of  that  were  made  by  the  company. 

It  appears  that  North  and  South  Jersey  voters  received  these. 

In  1907  Central  Jersey  and  the  Jersey  shore  were  not  very  populated 
so  it  is  not  known  if  those  areas  were  mailed  any  cards.

The  Claridge  Casino  has  put  into  play  during  December  1986,  a new 
format  casino  chip.  This  "2nd  Issue”  chip  differs  from  the  5i  year 
old  original  "1st  Issue"  chip  that  was  introduced  in  July  of  1981; 
in  that  the  "Hi-Ho  Casino”  center  insert  has  been  replaced  with  the 
Hotel/Casino  name,  ”CLARIDGE*ATLANTIC  CITY”.  Also,  the  white  plastic 
portion  of  the  new  chip  now  sports  "CLARIDGE"  in  capital  letters, 
vs.  the  previous  long  hand  version.  Only  the  $1.  & $2.50  denomination 
are  in  play  as  of  this  writing,  January  2,  1987.  However,  a new 
colorful  brochure  published  by  the  casino,  pictures  a $5*»  $25»  $100, 
and  $500.  chip  with  the  new  style.  One  would  assume  that  they  too 
will  be  replacing  the  older,  higher  denomination,  original  issue  chip

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MORRO  CASTLE  COLLECTABLES 


by  Herbert  Weiss 


If  you  are  a New  Jersey  token  collector  and  hear  the  name  MORRO  CASTLE 
you  think  of  Asbury  Park  and  penny  tokens. 

The  MORRO  CASTLE  was  a cruise  liner  that  burned  in  1934 • I had  three 
different  tokens  and  some  post  cards  and  that  is  all  I knew  about 
the  MORRO  CASTLE. 

Last  summer  I bought  a collection  of  capped  cents  and  included  was 
a October  1974  article  from  "Numismatic  News"  asking  about  the  MORRO 
CASTLE  capped  cent.  The  article  answered  the  question  about  the 
capped  cent  token  includeing  a reply  by  NJES  member  Robert  Slawsky. 

My  curiosity  was  aroused,  the  burning  of  the  MORRO  CASTLE  was 
obviously  a big  event  in  Asbury  Park  history. 

The  MORRO  CASTLE  was  built  in  1930  by  the  American  Ward  Line  specificly 
for  its  New  York  to  Havana  cruises,  not  the  most  elaborite  ship  of 
its  time  but  quite  comfortable  for  people  who  could  afford  a cruise 
at  the  height  of  the  depression.  Business  was  good  and  the  MORRO 
CASTLE  made  a round  trip  a week,  52  times  a year.  All  repairs  were 
either  made  at  sea  or  put  off,  schedules  had  to  be  kept  and  the 
company  would  not  delay  or  cancel  sailings  for  repairs.  As  it  was 
depression  time  the  pay  was  low  and  the  quality  of  the  crew  was  lower. 
Firing  of  crew  members  was  common  so  many  overlooked  problems  to  save 
their  jobs,  finding  work  on  shore  was  impossible. 

The  Captain,  not  wanting  to  alarm  passengers,  did  not  hold  fire  drills. 
The  crew  was  poorly  trained  in  firefighting,  the  hoses  were  of  poor 
quality  and  the  water  main  system  was  not  maintained.  And,  the  ships 
interior  was  made  of  wood,  painted  and  varnished.  The  MORRO  CASTLE 
was  a fire  waiting  to>  happen. 

On  leaving  Havana  on  its  last  trip  the  fire  alarm  went  off  for  no 
apparent  reason  so  it  was  disconnected.  On  the  trip  north  the  Captain 
died  of  a reported  heart  attack,  but  some  say  he  was  poisoned. 

The  fire  cremated  his  body  so  the  truth  will  never  be  known. 

The  first  officer  took  over  and  his  inexperience  proved  costly  as 
after  the  fire  was  discovered,  suspected  arson  by  the  radio  operator, 
he  kept  the  ship  going  full  speed  into  the  wind  fanning  the  flames. 

The  ship  finally  stopped  off  the  Sea  Girt-Spring  Lake  coastline  and 
the  rescue  efforts  begun.  Some  rescue  efforts  were  heroic,  some  were 
inept.  134  passengers  and  crew  died. 

It  is  reported  certain  Asbury  Park  officials  said.  "Just  suppose 
they  beached  her  here,  she's  worth  a fortune  to  the  town." 

Not  a chance,  the  MORRO  CASTLE  was  to  be  towed  to  New  York  so  a 
full  investigation  could  be  made. 

On  the  trip  to  New  York  the  heavy  weather  caused  the  tow  line  to  part 
and  the  MORRO  CASTLE  did  beach  at  Asbury  Park,  for  Asbury  Park  it 
couldn't  have  been  placed  any  better  than  it  was,  next  to  Convention 
Hall.  It  was  September  9#  1934. 

Convention  Hall  put  up  a sign  "220  to  see  the  MORRO  CASTLE'.'  By 
October  1,  over  100,000  people  had  paid  their  220.  It  was  a goldmine.

#2  shows  the  ship  and  Convention  Hall,  this  is  the  scarcer  of  the 
two  varieties. 

Mo  one  knows  how  many  of  each  variety  were  rolled  but  from  my 
personal  observations  I feel  #1  outnumbers  #2  by  at  least  10  to  1. 

I also  think  it  is  possible  someone  still  has  the  dies  to  #1  and 
still  rolls  some  occasionaly,  if  no  sign  of  the  Lincoln  cent  design 
can  be  seen  on  the  reverse,  be  suspicious. 

The  capped  cent  is  scarce  but  not  rare.  I talked  to  Mr.  Werner 
about  these  cents  and  he  told  me  he  only  used  new  pennies,  so, 
any  with  a date  other  than  193^  or  1935  would  have  replaced  pennies. 
I remember  asking  him  if  he  knew  how  many  he  had  made.  His  answer 
was  "rolls  and  rolls','  as  I talked  to  him  sometime  in  the  early  1970' 
35  “to  40  years  after  the  occasion,  he  did  say  on  a Sunday  he  could 
sell  up  to  150  pieces.  In  the  "Numismatic  Mews"  article  the  price 
of  100  is  mentioned  as  the  initial  price  for  these  capped  cents. 
When  I talked  to  Mr.  Werner  I thought  he  had  mentioned  250  as  the 
price  but  he  did  make  many  other  varieties  so  there  could  have  been 
a misunderstanding  on  my  part. 

I have  17  different  MORRO  CASTLE  post  cards  in  my  collection  and  I 
have  been  told  there  were  at  least  25  different  printed. 

A group  of  businessmen  had  started  a campaign  to  keep  the  wreck 
permanently  but  it  failed  and  the  MORRO  CASTLE  had  one  trip  left, 
to  Baltimore  and  the  scrap  yard. 

Between  September  1934  and  March  1935  when  the  MORRO  CASTLE  was 
finally  towed  away,  she  really  was  worth  a fortune  to  Asbury  Park. 

I feel  there  must  be  more  collectables  of  the  MORRO  CASTLE.  If 
you  have  anything  or  any  memories  of  that  disaster  please  write 
to  me .

None  of  the  writers  placed  a

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A NEW  OLD  RIDGEWOOD  PARKING  TOKEN? 

by  Herbert  Weiss 

Often  when  looking  for  information  on  a 75  year  old  trade  token 
dead  ends  pop  up  and  I run  out  of  places  to  look. 

When  I get  a 20  year  old  token  I figure  I'll  find  out  everything 
about  it,  A piece  of  cake.  Not  so. 

In  September  of  1986  I bought  a 23mm  aluminum  token  (see  photos). 

It  looked  like  parking  token  but  did  not  mention  parking,  Fasy 
enough  to  find  out,  write  to  the  bank.  The  bank  changed  it's  name 
to  Citizens  First  National  Bank  of  New  Jersey  in  1972  so  that  dates 
the  token  to  before  1972. 

The  bank  sent  me  a nice  answer  acknowledging  the  token  as  a parking 
token  but  it  was  a little  vague  and  did  not  know  who  issued  the  token. 
It  suggested  I write  to  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  Village  of 
Ridgewood  for  more  information. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  replied  stateing  they  initiated  their 
parking  tokens  in  1979 » only  issueing  their  two  recent  tokens  and 
my  token  was  unfamiliar  to  them.  The  Chamber  did  state  the  Citizens 
Bank  does  administer  their  program. 

The  Village  of  Ridgewood  replied  with  no  Knowledge  of  the  token. 

I spent  a Saturday  morning  in  Ridgewood  showing  the  token  to  various 
merchants.  No  luck  at  all,  no  one  remembered  it. 

Because  of  its  size,  because  the  bank  letter  seems  to  remember  the 
token  and  because  the  bank  administers  the  current  program,  I assume 
this  is  a parking  token.  If  any  of  you  North  Jersey  members 
remembers  or  knows  anything  of  this  token  please  write  me  .

Because  my  responsibilities  at  the  Bank  include  our  Marketin 
and  Advertising,  your  recent  letter  to  our  President,  Rodney 
Verblaauw,  has  been  directed  to  me  for  reply. 


The  project  which  you  have  undertaken  to  research  tokens, 
medals,  etc.,  of  private  companies  and  institutions,  certainly 
sounds  challenging  and  must  be  time-consuming.  So  far  as  your 
questions  regarding  a Citizens  First  National  Bank  token  which 
yGu  have  in  your  possession  are  concerned,  we  can  not  be  too 
helpful.  It  is  my  understanding  that  such  a token  was  used  by 
the  merchants  in  Ridgewood  more  than  twelve-fifteen  years  ago 
as  a give-away  to  their  customers  and  was  usable  as  a parking 
token  in  the  local  parking  meters.  My  research  is  not  conclu- 
sive, but  we  do  know  that  they  have  not  been  used  for  more 
than  twelve  years. 


People  from  the  Bank  who  were  around  at  that  time  do  not 
quite  remember  who  had  the  tokens  prepared,  but  it  is  believed 
that  it  was  not  the  Bank  - even  though  the  Bank's  name  did 
appear.  The  feeling  is  that  either  the  Village  of  Ridgewood 
u ^ the  Chamber  of  Commerce  had  these  tokens  prepared  arid  the 
Bank  paid  the  cost.  Perhaps  you  would  want  to  communicate 
with  those  groups  if  you  need  additional  information. 


I am  sorry  we  can  not  help  you  more  - good  luck  with  your 
project .

NEW  JERSEY  LICENSE  PLATES 


by  George  Joynson 

There  is  a little  known,  currently  out  of  print  booklet  titled 
"The  New  Jersey  I icense  Plate  Story"  compiled  in  1986  under  the 
direction  of  Robert  S. Kline,  Acting  Director  of  the  New  Jersey 
Division  of  Motor  Vehicles.  It  is  a comprehensive  presentation 
covering  many  aspects  of  New  Jersey  automobile  license  plate 
collecting  and  it  is  highly  informative.  The  following  excerpts 
are  from  the  booklet. 

In  1906  the  first  license  plates  appeared  as  the  state  made  its  first 
attempt  to  keep  track  of  who  was  driving  what  and  how  many  were  out 
there.  The  1906  and  1907  driver  made  his  own  license  plate!  Re 
took  his  state  assigned  number  and  displayed  it  in  various  styles 
and  sizes  on  various  locations  on  the  car,  useing  wood,  brass, 
heavy  mesh  metal,  leather,  etc.  New  Jersey  ended  this  confusion  by 
issueing  its  first  standardized  plate  in  1908.  It  was  6Xl4£  made 
of  a combination  of  metals  with  cream  color  numbers  on  a blue  field. 
Then  in  1909,  the  Horace  W.  Fine  co.  of  Trenton,  N.J.  added  a 
porcelain  finish.  They  continued  to  make  the  plates  until  1915 
when  the  job  was  given  to  New  Jersey  inmates,  where  they  continued 
to  manufacture  them  either  inside  Trenton  State  Prison  or  in  Leesburg 
State  Prison. 

Description-Color  & Size 

The  background  color  of  the  plates  changed  almost  every  year  in  the 
beginning  but  starting  in  1932  a black  plate  was  retained  for  eleven 
years  straight.  It  was  replaced  by  a cream  colored  plate  which  ran 
for  only  4 years,  then  black  returned  in  1951  until  1959  when  the 
background  went  to  a straw  color  until  1978  which  is  when  our 
current  plate  with  blue  background  began. 

The  color  of  the  numbers/letters  changed  frequently  until  1959  when 
black  numbers  became  standard  until  they  were  replaced  in  1979  with 
our  current  buff  colored  numbers. 

Although  the  first  plate  in  1908  was  6Xl4-|,  the  following  years  length 
depended  on  how  many  numbers  had  to  fit  on  the  plate.  In  1916  the 
size  used  was  6xl4  which  lasted  to  1939  when  they  went  to  6-|X10  3/4 
until  1956,  when  6X12  was  used  to  conform  with  federal  standards. 

According  to  the  booklet  there  is  the  Automotive  License  Plate 
Collectors  Association  since  195^*  Anyone  interested  may  write  to 
ALPCA,  P.0.  Box  712,  Weston,  W Va.  26452 

The  booklet  goes  on  to  cover  many  other  areas  of  license  plates 
including:  Manufacturing  methods,  sample  plate  offerings,  county 
tabulations,  special  lettering  and  numbering,  personalized  plates, 
historic  plates,  etc.,  which  will  be  covered  in  another  article  at 
a later  date . 

If  you  begin  to  collect  plates,  a large  wall,  like  the  inside  of  a 
garage,  is  a great  place  to  display  the  set,  year  by  year.  Most  of 
the  recent  plates  can  be  purchased  at  local  flea  markets  for  about 
$5*00  each.  The  tougher  ones  to  find  are  the  older  ones,  pre  1912. 

Also  1917  and  1918  seem  comparatively  scarce.  Happy  Hunting!

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r ■■•IDAJI.IC  TRIBUTES  TO  THOMAS  EDISON 

by  George  Skic 

Assembling  a group  of  collectibles  by  subject  matter,  as  the  title 
suggests,  is  a popular  hobbyist  method  in  the  exonumia  field. 

To  get  started  choose  a famous  person,  well-known  event,  landmark, 
or  other  item  that  interests  you.  The  topic  could  be  something 
that  concerns  your  family  or  the  town  or  state  you  live  in. 

Possibly  you  already  own  an  unusual  or  interesting  medal  or  token 
that  could  be  the  seed  for  a lifetime  of  collecting  activity. 

Once  the  topic  has  been  chosen  you  may  want  to  assemble  a collection 
of  everything  relating  to  the  subject,  especially  if  there  is 
little  available  memorabilia.  But  don't  be  surprized  to  discover 
that  there  is  more  material  out  there  than  you  ever  thought  possible, 
and  that  you  must  eventually  restrict  your  collecting  interest  to  a 
specific  area.  That  area  could  be  commemorative  medals  (which  is 
similar  to  collecting  coins),  souvenirs,  paper  items  (also  known 
as  ephemera),  and  the  like.  This  situation  developed  last  year  with 
this  collector. 

A number  of  years  ago  I was  searching  for  pieces  to  add  to  my  U.S. 
coin  collection,  which  represented  two  decades  of  on  and  off  effort. 
While  attending  a local  coin  show  I acquired  my  first  Thomas  Edison 
medal.  The  piece  appealed  to  me  due  to  it’s  attractive  bronze 
relief  of  my  childhood  hero  and  because  of  it's  very  modest  price 
of  $2.50.  I never  thought  there  to  be  all  that  many  Edison  items 
available,  but  as  I attended  more  shows  and  met  mere  and  more 
exonumia  collectors  the  idea  of  specializing  in  Edisonia  began 
to  build.  It  became  obvious  to  me  that  the  "wizard  of  Menlo  Park" 
had  countless  tributes  bestowed  upon  him  and  that  to  become  a 
• serious  Edisonia  collector  someday  I would  have  to  leave  coin  collect- 
ing behind,  or  at  least  put  it  aside  for  awhile. 

During  the  early  eighties,  with  the  hobby  in  the  throes  of  escal- 
ating coin  prices  and  grading  controversies,  it  was  a good  time  to 
make  the  switch  to  collecting  exonumia.  With  an  emphasis  on  Thomas 
Edison  commemorative  medals  all  my  collecting  effort  was  directed 
at  Edison  Memorabilia.  Everything  imaginable  was  out  there, 
commemorative  and  souvenir  medals,  books,  postcards,  photographs, 
first  day  covers,  advertising  items,  stamps,  pin  backs,  and  other 
souvenirs  and  of  course  Edison  autographs  and  phonographs. 

As  with  any  collectible,  the  serious  collector  will  want  to  conduct 
research  on  the  pieces  he  or  she  has  acquired,  and  then  organize  or 
catalog  them  using  a simple  system.  Research  and  cataloging  are,  of 
course,  optional,  but  they  make  collecting  more  enjoyable  and  can 
possibly  add  value  or  desirability  to  your  pieces.  An  organized 
and  researched  collection  also  helps  to  avoid  purchasing  duplicates 
and  differentiate  between  hard-to-find  varieties. 

This  discussion  will  focus  on  one  sub-group  of  that  specialty- 
commemorative  medals. 

As  most  of  us  know,  Thomas  Alva  Edison  (1847-1931)  lived  a long  and 
productive  life  as  the  most  prolific  inventor  the  world  has  ever  known. 
Raving  improved  the  daily  way  of  life  around  the  world  Edison  was 
recognized  as  a true  hero  in  his  day.  As  the  result  "The  Wizard 
of  Menlo  Park"  was  recognized  countless  times  for  his  contributions 
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to  humanity.  Some  of  these  tributes  took  the  form  of  medals  to 
commemorate  Edison  or  one  of  his  many  inventions.  With  1,093  U.S. 
patents  and  dozens  of  inventions  of  commercial  success,  the 
possibility  for  hundreds  of  medalic  issues  exists. 

In  just  a few  years  of  searching  for  Edison  memorabilia  I have 
located  dozens  of  medals  for  my  collection-some  common,  others  very 
scarce.  They  come  large  and  small,  from  the  size  of  a nickel  to 
several  inches  across.  Metallic  content  also  varies,  with  bronze 
being  most  common  but  not  excluding  silver,  brass,  copper,  pewter, 
aluminum,  and  nickel. 

The  U.S.  Mint  also  issued  a medal  to  Edison  himself,  struck  in  gold,. 
Besides  our  own  mint,  the  private  sector  has  produced  many  commem- 
orative pieces.  Those  that  stand  out  as  sources  of  Edisonia  materia 
are  Whitehead  & Hoag,  Medallic  Art  co.,  and  the  Franklin  Mint. 

On  more  than  one  occasion  I've  been  asked  which  piece  is  my  favorite 
or  most  valuable  one . I would  have  to  narrow  it  down  to  four  or 
five  favorites.  Partly  for  their  attractiveness,  partly  for  their 
scarcity  ( I own  the  only  example  I've  ever  seen,  in  some  cases). 

Such  a medal  is  a 70mm  bronze  commemorative  from  Argentina. 

Sculpted  by  Oliva  Mavarro,  the  piece  honors  Edison  and  Light's 
Golden  Jubilee,  1879-1929*  It  was  purchased  three  years  ago  from 
a California  dealer  during  a TAMS  show  for  $50*  This  collector 
has  not  seen  one  like  it  since. 

Another  prize  in  pure  silver,  was  purchased  locally  at  near  bullion 
several  years  ago.  Issued  by  the  Hall  of  Fame  for  Great  Americans 
at  New  York  University,  it  measures  45mm  and  bears  Edison's  birth 
and  death  years.  This  medal  was  struck  by  Medallic  Art  Co.  of  New 
York,  its  sculptor,  G.W. Carter.  This  issue  was  also  struck  in  bronz 

. A most  unusual  and  valuable  acquisition  is  a base-metal  souvenir 
watch  fob  discovered  at  another  TAM  show  from  a New  York  dealer. 
Coming  out  at  35mm  across,  the  reverse  inscription  reads:  Dinner 
tendered  to  Thomas  A.  Edison  on  his  70th  birthday  by  his  employees 
at  Orange,  N.J.,  added  to  the  writers  collection  for  $35 •»  this 
souvenir  may  have  been  silver-plated  at  one  time . 

The  New  Jersey  State  Seal  medal  was  issued  as  part  of  a series  by 
Presidential  Art  Medals,  Ralph  Menconi,  sculptor.  Struck  in  satin- 
finish  silver  and  bronze  versions,  the  31mm  Edison  likeness  was  a 
limited  issue  offering  having  a unique  serial  number  stamped  on  it's 
edge,  and  revealing  the  medal's  metallic  content. 

This  group  of  Thomas  Edison  medals  shows  us  that  there  is  much 
collecting  variety  even  in  a sub-group  such  as  commemorative  medals.. 
We  looked  at  foreign,  issues  scarcity,  varying  metallic  content  and 
size  of  course,  a multitude  of  sculptors,  diesinkers  and  obverse/ 
reverse  designs.  For  those  who  want  to  limit  themselves  a bit  try 
collecting  only  those  pieces  issued  by  a particular  medal  producer,

MAVERICK  TOKEN  IDENTIFIED 


Last  year  I purchased  a 23mm  brass  token  from  a coin  dealer  who 
on  rare  occasions  has  some  tokens.  No  town  was  listed  but  the  dealer 
swore  to  me  it  was  Newark  and  his  family  had  milk  delivered  to  their 
house  when  he  was  a small  child  by  this  merchant,  H.Lenhard.  Milk 
tokens  from  New  Jersey  are  quite  scarce  so  I was  happy  to  get  it. 

I went  to  the  Newark  library  and  discovered  that  henry * Lenhard  at 
147  Malvern  St.  was  from  Newark,  he  is  listed  in  the  1901  & 1903 
city  directories  as  a saloon  keeper.  In  1905  he  was  listed  as  a 
carpenter.  So  much  for  coin  dealer  attributions,  the  coin  dealer  was 


less  than  50  years  old.
